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As in many previous years, we again read of 
teams who have acquitted themselves with 
great credit in League games, but who have 
gone “overboard” to a more lowly side in the 
Cup matches, 

This is not a new thing in Soccer, although 
everyone seems to express surprise whet it 
happens. The-history of Cup football in every 
country produces surprises, and there does not 
seem to be any real standard reason why such 
results do happen. Look if you will at a long 
list of winners of the English Cup, and then 
review the relevant League position of the 
winning team, and you will find the same 
«-prising set of circumstances that are oceur- 
tg annually in this State. 

Some people suggest that the condition of 
the players’ nerves on the big day, has some- 
thing to do with the ultimate result of a game. 


‘I do not contribute wholly to that theory, 
although it may have some slight bearing on © 


the play. History shows that Cup matches are 
played differently. The scientific technique 
evident in League matches is often entirely 


”" absent in a Cup game. High grade teams are 


“bustled out” of it by vigorous opponents, 
whose sole objective is to drive the stylists 
from their usual form. 

There “are some teams in British football 
whose pattern of play in Cup games is of the 
“bulldozer” type. They simply refuse to allow 
the more scientific side to settle down. . In 
short, they dictate the style of their opponents. 
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Unfortunately for the more scientific team, ; 
they often have to reply by playing the dictated, +, 
game, and the result is defeat, perhaps by a,- - 


very small margin’ The same thing applies 
to the Dockerty Cup competition. 

Some teams succeed in carrying a game, 
not because they possess high grade ability or 
experience, but simply because they: possess 
Cup fighting spirit. 

A certain type of fighting spirit furnishes 
one of the most powerful of all the qualifica- 
tions which contribute to success. There are 
players who overcome obstacles because they * 
possess the spirit to do so. What they lack in 
stature, they make up in spirit and dogged 
determination to win at all costs. 

Some sporting writers, too early in the 
season, risk.their reputation by reviewing Cup 
matches and “tipping winners” in the same 
fashion as racehorses—on form. Fancied 
candidates in a big racg. nearly always run 
true to form, though they do not always win. 

Too many teams “go overboard” for me to 
venture a forecast yet, although there does 
appear to me to be a “dark horse” still in the 
competition, which, if it can induce the wing | 
forwards to adopt a style of play’ which is 
usually shown by its full Packer ey should 
win the Cup this year.
